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DISASTROUS TALE OF SEA'S FURY TOLD 
&URVIVORSOF

St. Johns, N. F., March 17.—At least 60 survivors from 


-the sealing vessel Viking, shattered Sunday night by a gun- 
powder blast that killed 20 men and injured scores, struggled 
ashore in White Bay today as the rest of 138 members of the 
.disastrous film expedition faced death on drifting ice floes off 
Newfoundland's northeastern coast. 


Three rescue vessels 
carrying 


doctors, nurses and medical sup- 
plies steamed out of the haroor 
here last night on a bare chance of 
smashing: through the icy sea in 
time to save the many Viking sur- 
vivors believed trapped on precar- 
ious icp rafts, some of them with 


jittered limbs and seared bodies 
ilplessly exposed to cold and rmn- 
. 
KEEP FIRES BURNING 


prom Horse Island, eight miles 


from the scene of the tragedy, 
came fragmentary information by 
a lone radio operator that despite 
their own exhausted condition, 
those who reached land kept flares 
and bonfires flaming all night to 
guide the shipmates fighting wind 
and drifting ice to reach, shore. 


Occasionally,, a man or 
two 


stumbled into the arms of his com- 
rades; other injured and uninjured 
could be seen on the floes some 
distance out in the water. 


Among those believed lost are 


three 
Americans, including L. 


Varick Frissel, explorer, motion 
picture director and nephew of Gov 
Gifford Pinchott of Pennsylvania, 
who chartered the 50-year-old seal- 
er to complete a film drama of *he 
far north. The other two are A. E. 
Penrod, of Naugatuck, Conn., cam- 
eraman, and Henry J. Sargent of 
Boston, Harvard graduate.

were reported half clad, without

The rescuers will have a difficult 
time locating men on ice cakes 
unless they reach the vicinity bs- 
fore darkness falls.

Newfoundland coast, adding to res- 
cue attempts.

ies live on Horse Island, about 230 
miles from here and located be- 
tween Cape St. John and White 
Bay.

Frissell apparently was not among 
the suvivors. 
Standing six feet 


and seven inches ia his boots, he 
would be easy to distinguish even 
at a distance.

Survivors

Si, Johns, N. F., March 17.— At least 60 survivors from 
the sealing vessel Vik ing, shattered Sunday night by a gun­ 
po wder blast that k illed 20 men and injured scores, struggled 
ashore in W hite Bay today as the rest of 138 members of the 
disastrous film expedition faced death on drifting ice floes off 
Newfoundland’s northeastern coast.

KEEP FIRES BURNING 
' From Horse Island, eight miles 
from the scene of the

and drifting ice to reach shore.

The first mention 
of a fork in Virginia wras in an in­ 
ventory dated 1677, this was a sin­ 
gle fork . 
Even in those days hands were 
the common conveyors of food to 
the mou th. Napk ins for frequ ent 
wiping of the hands came into u se 
mu ch earlies than u tensils which 
made for more decorou s table man­ 
ners. 
Indeed, cleanliness in food 
handling, both in cook ing and in 
eating, is a very modern thing, and 
the hou sewife who moans over ti e 
dishpan can console herself with 
this thou ght, that clean dishes and 
tableware are contribu ting to good 
health and aesthetics, even thou gh 
they tak e a daily toll of her time.
